Thursday that Georgia’s Gov. Arnall has reached an agreement with | 
the J. B. Lippencott & Co., nationally known book publishers, to 
write a book, the title of which will be “By the Shore Dimly Seen.” 


The title, which is a line from 
the second verse of “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” indicates that 
Gov. Arnall’s story will tell that 
the South has progressed to a point 
where the shore is now visible. 

It is expected that the book will 
dwell on the fight made by south- 
ern governors, led by Gov. Arnall, 
to equalize freig’* rates, and on a 
South struggling out of its prob- 
lems. 

The Georgia governor has 
gained a nationwide reputation 
since becoming the state’s chief 
executive, and the publishers are 
enthusiastic over the book’s pos- 
sibilities. 

Gov. Arnall has published a 
number of magazine and newspa- 

r articles, and it has been 

nown for a long time that he 
was gathering material concerning 
the South. 

A vast amount of the material, 
it is believed, was for use in the 
fight he is leading to get equaliza- 
tion of freight rates which for 
years have proved a stumbling 
block to industrialization of the 
South. |

Battle Jars Jerusalem, 
Nine Slain, Many Hurt 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 27.—(UP)—At least nine persons were killed 
and a dozen others wounded Thursday night when Jewish terrorists | 
shelled and stormed two police stations and a British army workshop | 
in a new outbreak of violence in Palestine. 


Seven persons were killed 
Jerusalem in an attack on the 
general police headquarters. Vio- 
lent explosions, which rocked the 
city, may have been caused by 
bombs. 

A simultaneous assault, preced- 
ed by shelling, was made on the 
district police station at Jaffa, on 
the Mediterranean cost, 30 miles 
from here. 

Two persons were killed, one a 
British lance corporal, when ter- 
rorists stormed the Royal Engi- 
neers’ workshop at Tel Aviv, near 
Jaffa, apparently in an attempt to 
steal arms. A dozen others were 
wounded in the fight. 

A Jewish constable was report- 
ed killed in the Jaffa battle, while 
a number of Arab civilians were 
wounded. The terrorists first 
shelled the police station with 
mortars, then closed in with auto- 
matic arms and rifles. 

Police, armed with tommy guns 
and machine guns, slugged it out 
from street to street with 
raiders. Terrified citizens crouched 
in doorways and cellars. Explo- 
sions—apparently from bombs— 
were heard in several sectors. 

Late Thursday night, long after 
the fighting had died down, 
armored cars still 
streets. Parties of police and sol- 
diers stopped and examined all 
who ventured onto the streets. 
Authorities were preparing to 
clamp down a curfew on both 
Jerusalem and Haifa, where fight- 
ing also was reported. 

Rescue parties, working fever- 
ishly under the glare of powerful 
searchlights, dug in the ruins of 
the police station, where an un- 
known number of persons was 
trapped. The entire northwest 
wing of the four-story building 
was demolished by the mortar 
shells. 

Troops from the British Sixth 
Airborn Division, walking the 
streets in Muffi, made a -number 
of arrests. Authorities blamed 
the shooting on Zionist extremists, 
but the situation still was con- 
fused.

Not one believed any longer that;

a. m. Wednesday—the day after 
Christmas. 

The 100 would-be rescuers were 
so near to dropping from physical 
exhaustion that Mine Inspector 
James Bryson sent out an appeal 
through all the Kentucky soft coal 
region for trained mine rescue 
workers. But the men themselves, 
who had no more than four hours’ 
rest in the last 30 hours, would 
not even listen ‘to suggestions of 
giving up. 

To date, rescue parties had con- 
quered 11 fires and billowing, 
sticky smoke heralded more fires, 
farther ahead.

(INS)— America’s M-Day super- 
bombardment force is being as- 
sembled at March Field. 

New B-29s manned by veteran 
crews of the air offensive against 
|\Japan, make up the formidable 
defensive sub-stratosphere army 
that will be called on first should 
‘this nation again face invasion or 
war. 

Brig. Gen. Roger M. Ramey of 
Denton, Tex., who led Ameri- 
can Superfortresses in assaults 
against Thailand, Singapore, the

| Ramey’s 58th Very Heavy Bom-

Next to overseas-bound air force 
projects, the M-Day strike force, 
as it is known to the War Depart- 
ment, ranks number one on the 
priority list for national defense.

TREASURED RELIC 
Emory Holds & 
USS Atlanta's 
Battle Flag 


Tattered and faded from the 

stormy weather during the Navy’s 
last drive against the Japanese 
homeland, the battle flag of the 
cruiser Atlanta is now in the treas- 
ure room of the Emory Univer- 
sity library. 
- Mrs. John A. Strausbaugh, li- 
‘rary assistant, wrote to Capt. 
“Walfrid Nyquist, commander of 
the Atlanta, and requested the flag 
and historical material concerning 
the ship. Mrs. Strausbaugh re- 
ceived the flag last week. 


The library has pictures of 
three of the four ships which 
have borne the name Atlanta, be- 
Zinning with the ram which fig- 
ured in the War Between the 
States. 

Missing from the collection is a 
picture of the second warship At- 
lanta, the ship which was disman- 
tled in 1922 after 38 years’ service. 

The modern antiaircraft cruiser, 
commissioner in 1941, and the 
third ship to bear the name At- 
lanta, was sunk in Savo Sound 
during the early landings on 
Guadalcanal, after being hit by a 
torpedo and 19 shells. 

The people of Atlanta immedi- 
ately purchased $60,000,000 worth 
of war bonds to replace the loss 
and the fourth Atlanta was 
launched in February, 1943, and 
christened, like her predecessor, 
by Margaret Mitchell. 

Assigned first to the Fifth Fleet, 
the Atlanta later operated with 
Adm. Halsey’s famed Third Fleet 
in the last drive against the Japa- 
nese islands. After the surrender 
the Atlanta entered Sagami Wan 
and anchored in Tokyo bay.

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_ The Big Three Communique 


The official communique issued by the 
foreign ministers of the United States, 
Britain and Russia at the close of their 
Moscow conference bears out earlier un- 
official reports of appreciable progress in 
the field of international understanding. 


As anticipated, there were compro- 
mises to which each nation contributed. 
Thus decisions were made respecting vari- 
ous fields of conflict which will not be 
greeted with unanimous acclaim in one or 
more of the nations making the inevitable 
concessions. 

But the results, on the whole, are good. 
Messrs. Byrnes, Bevin and Molotov ap- 
proached their gigantic task in a spirit 
of unity and co-operation. They worked 
together in the mutual trust and friend- 
ship which characterized the wartime re- 
lationship of the Big Three with the re- 
sult that the communique listing their de- 
cisions is decidedly reassuring. 


Especially are we gratified that there 
are such wide areas of agreement, not 
alone on the necessity for representative 
government in Bulgaria and Romania and 
of withdrawing Soviet and American 
troops from China, but also on the tran- 
scending question of atomic energy. 


The proposal to establish an interna- 
tional commission for control of atomic 
energy “to the extent necessary to insure 
its use only for peaceful purposes” is a 
logical approach to the problem which 
weighs heavy on the minds of all man- 
kind. 


That the representatives of the three 
most powerful nations on earth are in 
agreement on the matter seems a healthy 
indication that our leaders are fully aware 
of the potentialities—either for universal 
devastation or world progress—which lie 
in atomic energy.

It was the United States Army which 
set the value of the franc, turned out by 
the occupying Germans in great quantity, 
at 50 to the dollar.

Waiting at 
The Mines Mouth 


There isn’t anything worse than a coal mine 
disaster. I have never been to Pineville, Ky., 
where 30 to 50 men are trapped by explosion 

and fire, but I know what it looks like. 


There are the women, gathered about back from the entrance 
to the mine, behind the roped-off area. Many of them holding 
whimpering babies in their arms. Their eyes are red with tears 
and lack of sleep. Their winter coats are plain and somewhat 
threadbare and shabby. Now and then one of the women will 
faint and fall to the ground. 


All eyes will be glued on the mine-opening. They will follow 
the rescue workers going in with their oxygen tanks and masks. 
When anyone comes out of the mine there will be a straining for- 
ward of bodies, leaning against the roped-off area about the mine. 
There will be coffee handed about, and sandwiches. There will 
be small groups praying. There will be an occasional outburst of 
hysterics. Small children will play about, or stand holding to their 
mothers’ coats or dresses, not really comprehending, but knowing 
something deep and awful has happened. 


There will be rumors sweeping the mine area. There will be 
one that they have reached the bodies and that all are dead. There 
will be rumors that sounds of knocking have been heard. But, 
finally, an official will come up and say that nothing is known 
for sure, but the probabilities are that all are dead. Then the rumors 
will start all over again. 

That crowd will be there, night and day, until it is all over. 
Some wi.l go back to their houses that look all alike and cook for 
other members of the family. Others will take their places. 

Of all the waiting I don’t know any worse than that. 


Scream In 20 years of newspaper work you collect a lot of 

sharply etched memories. Most of them are more or 
less trivial, but for some curious reason the acid of emotion cuts 
them deep in the plates of recollection. 

One of the things that comes to my mind often is the memory 
of a woman and a scream. Some 30 miners had been trapped at 
a mine in the east Tennessee mountains. They finally had sealed 
up the opening to put out the fire, knowing that all were dead. 
But that sealing was a finality. After that there really was no hope. 

I had left the mine and was walking back to the hotel to write 
a story. Word of the sealing had gone ahead of me. It was just 
dawn, the first false dawn that comes on in which the birds wake 
I still can smell the coal-smoke, 
cindery smell of that shabby, dismal street. Suddenly, just ahead 
of me, a woman ran from one of the small, dreary houses. She 
was screaming. It was one long, high scream in which she drew 
no breath. 

It lasted until she got to me. _She ran at me, her hair disheveled, 
her eyes staring, and caught me by the arm. 

Suddenly the scream ended. She drew a deep breath and said, 
quietly: 

“It ain’t so?” 

I nodded, knowing what she meant. 

“Oh, my Jesus, my Jesus,” she said, and walked back through 
the open gate. Halfway to the house she crumpled up. I picked 
her up and carried her to the porch. Neighbors reached there as 
I did. She was opening her eyes as I put her down. 

I can see every small detail of it: the unpaved, cindery streets, 
the old picket fences, the drab houses from which the paint was 
peeled; the poor patches of discouraged grass, the geraniums in 
old cans and pots, the outhouse behind each house, the whole vista 
of a coal mining town. I can smell the cinders and the dust and 
the coal smoke as plainly as if it happened an hour ago. 

Later on I went back to the mine. They still were there. They 
were there two days later when they opened the mine and went in. 
I recall the bodies as they brought them out, faces blackened and 
swollen. I can see them yet in their cheap coffins in the small par- 
lors of the houses along the row, the mourners weeping, the chil- 


dren whining. 

Pathos I went back into that mine, later, while rescue crews 
cracked open a way to the last bodies. They lay ina 

“room” which they had attempted to seal off -vith lumps of coal 


and mud. They had fashioned a crude wooden fan which they had. 


turned to try and stir the air and prevent the “black damp” from 
coming in with its concentrated but invisible fog of death. They 
had left a-few messages. But the black damp had got them at last 
and there they lay, black of faces from suffocation. They had died 
before the mine was sealed. 

I have been to other mine disasters and I know how they are— 
they are all alike. Safety measures are better today. Laws, all of 
them opposed by operators, are a protection. But it still is a haz- 
ardous occupation and I never quite understood why men liked it. 
But they do. 

It also explains why, when coal miners are out, I may be very 
genuinely and utterly at outs with John L, Lewis, but my heart is 
always on the side of the miners. I think their lot has been the 
very worst 1n all our industrial history and I don’t think it is very 
If you think so, then go stand about the mouth of the 
mine up there at Pineville, Ky.

We've Been Saying It, 
But Do We Grasp It? 


We've been talking and writing, for years 
now, of the arrival of the “Air Age.” The era 
: in human development when man takes to the 
air as his rniatural, obvious method of transport. 

We've been saying it, but it is doubtful if a majority of us 
really grasp the fact that air age is now with us. 

We have, perhaps, thought of the conquest of the air too much 
from the war perspective. We all know the marvels of air strategy 
and air tactics in warfare. We are familiar with the miracles 
embodied in the §00-mph fighters, the Superfortress pombers, the 
transport planes and gliders for’ parachutists and airborne troops. 

But, in the words of Gen. H. H. Arnold, commanding general, 
AAF, “Air power is not composed alone of the war-making com- 
ponents of aviation. It is the total aviation activity—civilian and 
military, commercial and private, potential as well as existing.” 

The young men and women who are oper- 


World of Miracles ating our fast-expanding commercial air- 


lines are undoubtedly conversant with a world of miracles—miracles 
which have, in so short a time, become commonplace. 

Some of us, however, who have little reason for travel, are not 
so conversant with the life that centers around our great airports. 

And, in view of the things which have been done in that respect 
all over the country, and the world, it seems highly desirable that 
Atlantans do, quickly, grasp the facts of life in this air ge. 
Which might, perhaps, better read the facts of transportation. For, 
if Atlanta is to keep in step with progress, if our city is to achieve 
the destiny she can, we must quickly enlarge and improve our arr- 
port facilities. 

We must have not only Candler Field, the municipal airport, but 
auxiliary landing fields, such as the Rickenbacker field adjacent to 
the Bell Bomber plant, the Naval Air Station field and others in 
this vicinity. 


The December bulletin of the Air Power League 
Eye-Openers contains many pictures startling to anyone out- 
side the commercial aviation industry. 

There is a picture of a trans-Atlantic transport plane being 
loaded with mail. Six truckloads of filled mailsacks are drawn 
up under one wing, alongside the vast fusilage. 

Did you know one airline, Pan-American, has recently started 
daily scheduled flights from England to LaGuardia Field, New 
York? That is commonplace now, but do you remember Charles 
Lindberg, the “Lone Eagle.” 

There is a picture of the interior of the fusilage of another 
giant plane, showing how cargo is fitted, for safety and for quick 
loading and unloading. 

Using a newly devised monorail system, worked out by research 
engineers, 4,500 pounds of cargo can be loaded and stowed on a 
plane in less than five minutes, 

Some major airports are now handling arrivals and departures, 
on regular schedules, at an average rate of one every four minutes. 
That requires airport traffic control of high perfection. Especially 
with the use of “blind-flying’” or instrument control at night. 

An illustration shows, in graphic manner, the system used, where 
planes waiting to come in take position in “stack” formation at the 
different 1,000-foot levels and so on, 

And so on and so forth.

Commonplace: may be as commonplace to the young people 
who operate the industry, as is the running of a train or bus. But 
to us of the laity, we who have but rare occasion to see a plane 
closeup, let alone fly, such stories as told in the pictures to which 
I refer are the pictured realization of fantastic imaginings. 

Not tomorrow, not next year, but today, the air is the natural 
highway for man’s transport. The span of the oceans has been 
reduced to a few hours, the width of the continent is measured in 
less than half a day.

Byrnes Breaks 
Big Three Deadlock 


WASHINGTON.—Secretary of State Byrnes 
has achieved a higher measure of statesmanship 
through the decisions worked out at the Moscow 

conference of Big Three foreign ministers over procedure for writ 
ing the final peace terms with our defeated enemies. 

Moscow won a diplomatic victory in the decisions reached, but 
Mr. Byrnes in yielding a point has gained in stature. 

The earlier London conference of Allied foreign ministers failed 
because the American secretary of state, in keeping with British 
Foreign Minister Bevin, would not accede to Russian demands for 
barring France and China from the peace-making councils, as re- 
gards most of the Axis nations of Europe. 

It was the contention of the Russians that France and China, not 
having contributed anything material to the final victory in Europe, 
should not be permitted to sit in on the writing of the peace terms. 
An agreement to this end had, in fact, been previously made at the 
Potsdam meeting between President Truman, Marshall Stalin and 
Prime Minister Attlee. 

At the outset of the London conference it was temporarily 
waived by the Russians in the interest of harmony, only to be 
invoked by them later when it seemed that France and China, 
sitting in on the deliberations by sufferance, were siding with the 
United States and Britain in every decision involving Moscow. 


Power Bloc For another thing, the Russians had cause to sus 
pect that France was maneuvering to form a new 
European power bloc against them, and they did not like this. 

In the end, Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov put his foot down 
firmly against the further participation of France and China, in- 
sisting that all decisions be confined to the Big Three powers as 
specified in the Potsdam agreement. There the London confer- 
ence collapsed in complete failure. 

Many people felt at the time that the London conference should 
never have been allowed to fail because of differences over what 
seemed such a minor point. Mr. Byrnes was criticized by a large 
segment of the American press for taking a too pious attitude. 

On the side of morality we and the British were probably right 
in saying that the peace terms should be written not alone by the 
three big powers, but by all of the little members of the United 
Nations as well, each of which, it was proposed, should be given 
an equal voice in the proceedings. 

But morality sometimes has to be sacrificed to realism, and 
the Russians, for reasons of their own, took the more realistic 
view. It was their contention that the war having been won 
primarily and overwhelmingly by the effort of the United States, 
Britain and the USSR, these three big powers should bear the 
main responsibility for dictating the peace. 


: Under the compromise now reached at Moscow—a 
Compromise compromise which may be attributed to Mr. 
Byrnes since it closely follows a proposal made by him-—the im- 
portant work halted at the London conference may be resumed 
immediately. France and China are to be denied the right to 
participate in writing the peace terms for the Axis nations of 
Europe, save in the case of Italy, in which the French will be 
allowed to take part. They will be excluced as far as the other 
defeated powers are concerned. 

After the different treaties are drafted by the Big Three 
powers thev will be submitted to a general conference of the 21 
United Nations who plaved a role in the war against the European 
Axis. The various small powers will be privileged to make rec- 
ommendations at the general conference. But the decision—the 
final decision—will be left with the Big Three, 

Secretary Byrnes, it seems, is to be commended for breaking 
the deadlock. He has yielded a minor point in the interest of 
world harmony and results.

ATHENS, Dec. 27.—(4’)—Greece 
mnounced Thursday rejection of 

e war reparations award pro- 
posed for her by the Inter-Allied 
Reparations Conference as inade- 
quate and unjust. 


The figure was reported here) 
to be $10,500,000,000 from Ger- | 


many alone, against $14,000,000,000 
Greece has claimed from Ger- 
many, Italy and Bulgaria. 

The Inter-Allied Conference on 
Reparations announced in Paris 
last Friday a division of Ger- 
man assets among 18 nations, sub- 
ject to ratification by the individ- 
_ ual governments, but did not place 
a money value upon them. Greece 
was allocated 2.7 per cent of cate- 
gory “A,” including foreign assets, 
current production and stocks, and 
435 per cent of category “B,” 
made up of shipping, industrial 
machinery and other goods taken 
from western Germany. 

Announcing a telegram of pro- 
test to Allied governments, For- 
eign Minister John Sophianopoulos 
declared: “The quota allocated to 
the Greeks is out of proportion to 
the sacrifices and aamage sustain- 
ed by Greece through the war 
and enemy occupation.”

| “World peace,” he said, “will 
not by itself be born. It must be 
born of the spirit... . Hatred and 
the lack of mutual understanding 
in peoples have formed a fog too 
dense for reason’s light yet to 
penetrate. But with wisdom will 
come crystal clear the realization 
that there is only one way of es- 
caping from the mesh in which 
war and hate have wrapped the 
world. That way is return to 
unity, a unity not restricted to 
any one people, but a universal 
solidarity established on the foun- 
dation of mutual interests and 
common destinies of all peoples.” 

He said war “has struck at the 
heart of human society, which is 
family life, and wounded it unto 
death, ... It has let youth escape 
from the normal discipline of 
home and school. It has weak- 
ened the bonds of wedded life. 
It has released a flood of lusts.” - 

Every man and women, he said, 
must realize “that the fate of the 
‘family, the fate of human society, 
_the fate of world peace rests with- 
in their hands. The women of the 
| world especially must help recon- 
struct the family, resanctify the 
home, restore society, re-establish 
peace.” 

He cited mutual trust “based on 
the belief that each party will re- 
spect its lighted word” as the in- 
dispensable element in all peace- 
ful living. A peace worthy of the 
name, he said, must be a peace 
“with justice which, with impar- 
tial measure gives to each what is 
his and exacts from each what he 
owes.
